Rev. H. L. Yarger preached the Synodical Com- 
munion Sermon, after which the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
was administered to those present, Rev. F. D. Altman, President 
of Synod, conducting the liturgical service. 


FIRST SESSION.

June ad, 1892, Rev. I. C. Routzahn, of Three Rivers, Mich., having located 
at Salina, Kans., sent his letter from the Synod of Northern Illinois. 

June 21, 1892, Rev. S. C. Chatham having taken charge of the Leavenworth 
mission, forwarded me his letter from the lowa Synod. 

MINISTERIAL CHANGES. 


December 6th, 1891, Rev. J. F. Sponseller closed his ministry at Water- 
ville, Kans., and accepted a call to the Minneapolis charge. 
December, 1891, Rev. E. B. Killinger was called to the Ellsworth pastor- 


ate, and resigned June 12th, 1892. | 

December, 1891, Licentiate W. J. Kurtz took charge of the work at Man- 
chester. 

February 28th, 1892, Rev. H. A. Koogle restgned at Bunker Hill, to take 
effect April 8th, and accepted a call to Chapman. 

April th, 1892, I was notified by Rev. J. N. Lentz, of Wittenberg Sem- 
inary, that he had accepted the call from the Ottawa and Garnett mission, to 


begin his ministry there June 1, 1892. 
May 2d, 1892, Rev. I. B. Hetsey, from the same Seminary, informed me 


that he would take charge at Waterville June 1, 1892. 

July 14, 1892, received word from Rev. Geo. A, Bowers, D. D., that be had 
resigned at Peabody, to take effect September 23d, 1892; subsequently I was 
notihed that the resignation had been accepted. 

September 22, was informed that Dr. Bowers had heen recalled as pastor at 
Peabody, and had concluded to remain. It is but proper to add in this con- 
nection that the Doctor declined a most munificent and flattering offer to serve 
a sister denomination in the leading city of this State. His loyalty to the 


church of his first love proved too strong for the tempting bait, and we rejoice 


that he will abide with us. 
October 8, 1892, Rev. W. M. Sparr notified me that the Eureka pastorate

would be vacant after November 1, 1892, his resignation having been tendered 
to tke effect at that date. 
AD INTERIM LICENSURES, 

May 3, 1892, Mr. I. B. Heisey, of the Senior Class, Wittenberg Seminary, 
having accepted a call from a charge on our territory, applied for ad interim 
license that he might perform the functions of the ministry in his field of labor. 

, The request was granted. 

June 1, 1892, the same authority was given J. Nelson Lentz and Morris F. 
Good, the former having graduated at Wittenberg Seminary and located as 
pastor of the Ottawa Mission; the latter, a member of the Middle Class at 
Gettysburg Theological Seminary, and having been called to supply Hays City 
and Bunker Hill for three months. 

CHURCHES REPAIRED AND DEDICATED. 


December 6th, 1891, the church at Bunker Hill, Rev. H. A. Koogle then 
pastor, after repairs, was re-opened. Rev. J. A. Clutz, D. D., assisted in the 
special services of the day. ‘The improvements consisted of the putting in of 
a neat wooden ceiling and papering the walls at an expense of about $200.00. 
A very commendable feature of the enterprise was that all the money had 
been provided before the time of the re-opening. 

February 14th, 1892, the main building of the Children’s Memorial of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., was dedicated. evs. Gotwald, Clutz, Barnitz, Father Altman, 
Yarger and Cromer, rendered valuable assistance in the services of the occa- 
sion. Ministerial representatives from a number of the leading churches in , 
the city gave encouragement by kind words of greeting and congratulation. 
No extended description of the building need be given, as you are now able to 
see for yourselves. 

July 17th, 1892, the church at New Cambria, Rev. J. B. Umberger, pastor, 
was dedicated. Revs. S. B. Barnitz, D. D., and J. N. Lenker assisted in the 
services. This building had stood unfinished for many years. It has now 
been completed and affords a very comfortable place of worship, and is prac- 
tically free from debt. 

September 11, 1892, Cottage Hill, a congregation of the Waterville Charge, 
set apart for sacred use a neat church building. Rev. I. B. Heisey is pastor. 
Rev. J. A. Clutz, D. D., preached the dedicatory sermon. Revs. J. A. Lowe 
and J. F. Sponseller, former pastors, were present. In the erection of this 
house of God, all had a mind to work, many laboring with their own bands in 
| building the temple. The cost was about $2500.00, and there is no debt. 
| The First Lutheran congregation of Kansas City began work on the super- 
structure of their church edifice early last spring. It is now under rvof, and 

the desire is to have it all completed and furnished ready for dedicativn about 
the beginning of the new year. It is a substantial building, pressed brick and 
stone trimmings, and when ready for use will be the most valuable church 
property in the Synod. It will be a monument to the patient toil and con- 


tinued perseverance of both pastor and people. . 
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The church building at Garnett is Leing §nished under the leadership of the 
new pastor, and they hope to have it reacly for dedication in the near future. 


VACANC 


Bunker Hill, Elisworth, Hays City, Long Island, Manchester, 1 
Washington, Vineland, with the probal ility of Eureka after November 1. 

Rev. Morris F. Good, of Lyon’s Station, Pa., supplied Hays City and Bunker 
Hin for three months, beginning June to, 1892. 

Rev. E. E. Schantz supplied the Ellsworth Charge during the summer vaca- 
tion. The services of these brethren, as far as I have been able to learn, were 
very satisfactory and helpful to the congregations securing them. 

MISCELLANHOUS. 

The church at Lawrence celebrated its quarto-centenary anniversary in 
March, 1892. Drs. Clutz and Barnitz and the President of Synod were pres- 
ent and took part in the services. Two practical and suggestive features of 
the occasion are especially worthy of mention. ‘The congregation raised the 
amount necessary to return the loan received from the Board of Church Ex- 
tension over twenty years ago. his ob ligation is now canceled, The other 
feature was the assuming of self-support on the part of the church. The effi- 
cient pastor deserves much credit for the;aggressive steps taken in that field. 

The missions at Leavenworth and Wichita have secared well located charch 
lots, and are planning to erect suitable b uildings, that the work may assume a 
more permanent form? They will both n¢ed aid and encouragement from this 
Synod, These two cifies are important centres of population and trade, and 
we should lose no time in securing well-equipped houses of worship in them. 

During the early summer a cyclone pasged over the city of Wellington, and 
destroyed the church building that had been the object of much prayer andj 
sacrifice on the part of pastor and me mbets. An earnest effort had just been 
made to free the building of debt, and whien this was at the point of success, 
in a moment the labor and gifts of —.— years were $wept away. An appeal 
was made to the church at large to come to the help of this ovatus 
congregation in this hour of sore. trial. Many responses have been made, and 
a new church will be erected in Wellington. 

At our last meeting it was decided to hald the Quartp-Centenary Anniversary 
of the organization of this Synod at this|time. Upon examining more care- 
fully into the history of the Synod, it was ascertained that it would not be 
twenty-five years until November, 1893. ‘The officers are therefore responsible 
for not carrying out the instruction of Synod on this point, and we feel that 
our explanation will be satisfactory and acceptable. 

The two Secretaries of the Home Missjon Board visited all the missions on 
the territory of this Synod during the ‘months of July and August. Their 
presence afforded encouragement to the mission pastors and congregations 
and we-are sure the profit was mutual to all interested. 
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‘MIDLAND COLLEGE, 

This institution in our midst gives evidence of substantial growth. The 
Senior Class of the past year numbered ten members. The enrollment for the 
present year is the largest for this time in the history of the school. The char- 
acter of the students is superior, and the advantages every way are greater. 
A beautiful and commodious hall for lady students was dedicated in June last. 
Both sexes are now provided with proper facilities for college life. The great 
need is a larger endowment for the support of the teachers. Very little has 
been contributed toward the Kansas Synod Professorship Endowment Fund. 
It seems to me if we wish our college to grow and do the work effectively the 
gifts should be many and prompt toward this fund. The professors are faithful 
and self-denying, and the aid needed should not be long withheld. A vigor- 
ous effort on the part of every pastor and congregation on the territory of the 
college in affording help at this time would greatly relieve any embarrassment 
and give confidence for the future. 

STATE OF RELIGION, 


I have carefully examined the reports sent me on the religious condition o 
te different pastorates. They give evidence of some spiritual progress in the 
field. A majority of the congregations have a growing attendance, none are 
diminishing, and a few only are stationary. The communicants in the main 
avail themselves of the benefits of public worship. A small per cent. of the . 
children tarry for church services, but the attendance at Sunday-school by them 
is good. On the other hand, not twenty-five per cent. of the church member- 
ship are inthe Sunday-school. A few congregations have experienced religious 
interest and added a number to the church, because of special mectings. 
Family worship and religious instruction in the homes, while urged by the 
pastors, have not become general. The good results to be achieved by the 
cultivation of this sphere, are beyond computation. Home religion is the 
sweetest and best of all. 0 
Our own publications are used im nearly all the schools of the Synod, and 
the special days, set apart for the Boards of the Church, are observed. The 
congregations are systematic in their plans for benevolence, contributing at 
communion seasons and at other times through the envelopes furnished. 
Active Missionary Societies are in operation in about all the congregations. 
There seems to be a demand for more diligent church officials. The duty 
to see that, according to Christ’s command, the minister be properly sup- 
ported, is frequently unheeded. The old maxim that to keep the parson pious 
| you must keep back his pay, finds no warrant in Scripture, reason or practical 
economy. “ The laborer is worthy of his hire.” Marked improvement should 
| be exhibited on this snbject, and more conscience shown respecting obliga- 
| tions to one whose very position renders it a delicate and humiliating matter 
to present and press his own needs, and there should be no occasion tor it. 
There is more encouragement afforded in the work than has appeared for 
several years past. The bountiful harvests have given more material ability 
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with which to meet the responsibilities of the field, I believe we are entering 
upon an era in our Synod of aggressive effort, and the next decade of years 
will witness great advance in our church interests. 

And now, my brethren, thanking you for the honor twice conferred upon 


me, and grateful for your continued co-operation, | return to you the office 
given me, with the sincere prayer that God may be with us in this Convention 


and His Holy Spirit guide us in all things tp His glory.

On motion, a committee consisting of Rev. G. A. Bowers, D. 
D., Rev. Dr. C. A. Martin and the President of Synod, was ap- 
pointed to draw up a series of oe expressing our interest 
in the work. 

Report of Committee on Appeal of Madame Emilie 
Hyacinthe Loyson. 

Resolved, That this Synod has listened with great delight to the thrillingly 
interesting address of Madame Emilie Hyacinthe Loyson, touching the evan- 
gelical movement now taking place in France, with which she is connected, 
and which she represents.

Report of Committee on Last Year's Minutes. 
The following report was submitted : 


The committee appointed to report to this convention on the Minutes of 
last year’s session of this body, beg leave to call the Synod’s attention to the 
following items: 

1. They recommend that the hours for the time of meeting and adjourn- 
ment of the Synod at this session be now fixed. 

2. That reporters for the press be appoin ed. 

3. On page 25 is the record that the Board of Trustees of Midlan: College 
be memorialized “to take steps to amend the Constitution, and provide that 
two Trustees shall be elected in each Synod as the proper representatives of 
Synod in the Board of Trustees.” 

What action has the Board of Trustees of Midland College taken in this re- 
gard? As yet there has been no action of the Board. 

4. Last year’s action of Synod, as recorded on page 34, ordains that at this 
meeting the reading of parochial reports and reports on the state of religion 
shall be discontinued. The action of last year struck out Article XII. in the 
order of exercises.

Report of Committee on Catalogue and Endowment Fund of 
Midland College. 

The committee made the following report : 

1. There was placed in the hands of your committee a neat and well pre- 
pared catalogue of Midland College, which does credit to the institution. 
This pamphlet shows the college to be im a prosperous condition. During the 
past year there were 50 pupils enrolled jin the collegiate, and 63 in the pre- 
paratory departments, making the entire enrollment 113. The Senior class of 
last year consisted of ten excellent young people, who graduated from college 
with credit to themselves and the institution. Three of this number are now 
at Gettysburg Seminary, preparing for the ministry. The present enrollment 
of pupils is 110, making a better showing than at any other tim~ in the history 
of the College, so near the opening of the school year. Of this nember 14 ere 
preparing for the gospel ministry. 

There are two literary societies in connection with the college, and all 
students of suitable age are urged to become members of one or the other. 
The donations made in money, apparatus, books for the libraries, and speci- 
mens for the museums, are proof of appreciative friends who remembered Mid- 
land during the years, and suggests a good field of work to our people. 

The Kansas Synod endorses the introduction of Biblical study into the 
college course. The curriculum of study we find as complete as that of any 
other similar institution. 

We recommend that Midland College be kept faithfully before our people 
for their prayers, support, and patronage. 

2. The catalogue presents a cut giving a creditable representation of the 
Ladies’ Hall, dedicated last June. The building has been furnished, and is 
now occupied by twelve young ladies. There is an indebtedness on the hal 
of $1500. 

We recommend that the pastors of our Synod present this fact to the 
stewards of our church, that this debt may be removed.

Wurszas, Intemperance is one of the greatest evils of our fallen race, 
being the cause and companion of nearly all crime and vice, and which 
threatens the peace and prosperity of our free institutions, challenging our 
greatest vigilance and activity; and, 

Whereas, The people of Kansas will be called upon at the coming general 
election to decide for or against the calling of a Constitutional Convention, 
in which the sovereignty of the people is transferred to the Convention, mak- 
ing its action operative without being submitted to the people for ratification; 
and, 

Whereas, The prohibitory provisions of the present Constitution and 
statutory laws are endangered by such proposed convention; therefore, 

Resolved, That we cali the attention of our churches to this fact, that they 
may work and vote against the calling of this Convention. We also remind 
them of the Annual Convention of the Kansas State Temperance Union, to 
meet in Topeka, Kansas, November 29 and 30, 1892.

Fair, which requires that State laws shall be respected in its conduct; and we 
further urge the Commission to ascertain whether it be true, as reported, that 
the local management is already violating the State law against Sunday work 
and Sun amusements and the local option law of Hyde Park, and if any 
such violations of law, present and prospective are found, we earnestly peti- 
tion the Commission, in behalf of the States which they represent, to use their 
veto power against such lawlessness.

Dear Sisters > After listening to the cordial words of welcome and hearing 
our sister so fittingly respond in behalf of the-members of the convention, I 
too want to to express the feelings that well up in the heart at thistime. I 
rejoice to be with you to-day, and am grateful for your presence here. Grate- 
ful too that we have been spared, and are thus happily met at this, another 
mile-stone in our lives. 

This season of the year is one of especial Importance to us. At this time, 
we pause and say, the year is finished; what of it and its work? We also 
look into the future and ask, What of it, anfl its work? With memory and 
note-book to aid us, with reports and statistiqs to assist us, we can take a sur- 
vey of our work and refresh our memories, ahd can say, these things have we 
accomplished ; but to the other question we can only reply, we will plan 
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great for God, and expect great things of God;” endeavor to do ow 
duty leave the result with Him. The present is not a time of special im- 
portance to us alone. Before the work of our convention is finished, the 
nation celebrate the discovery of our country, and the landing of Colum- 
bus on our shores, four hundred yearsago. All over our fair land, the children 
in the schools will celebrate this event, and at Chicago, while we are still in 
session, representative men of the nation will dedicate, with proper and im- 
posing ¢eremonies, the magnificent buildings that have been erected there for 
the greatest exhibition the world has ever known. The present is especially a 
time for reflection and retrospection. Every one who is interested in the 
welfare|and prosperity of his country, is also interested in turning to the pages 
of histary and enlarging the store of his knowledge of the discovery, the dis- 
coverer, and Queen Isabella. We as members of the Woman's Home and 
Foreign) Missionary Society should take a peculiar pride in the reflection that 
to a noble woman is due the honor of furnishing the money necessary to 
enable Columbus to make his celebrated voyage of discovery. When male 
princes! and rulers ridiculed, scoffed at and denied him, he found a friend in 
Queen Isabella, who not only became interested in bis project, but even 
pledged her Castilian jewels for the amount necessary to fit out his expedition, 
That the cross might be planted upon a new shore was her incentive, and as 
2 missions we should ever delight to honor her 
name. 
It ch gladdens the hearts of all patriotic citizens to know that the 
nation has chosen the day on which Columbus is supposed to have landed on 
a’s shores for the dedication of the buildings which have been erected 
to show our growth as a nation during these four centuries. We here in this 


convention, assembled in the interests of missions, can doubly rejoice as work- 


ers in this cause and as citizens of the United States. In the special sense in 
which we understand the term missionary, Columbus, of course, was not one. 
Webster defines the word missionary thus: “One who is sent upon a mission, 

i the preaching of the gospel.” Columbus was persuaded in his 
mind that another continent must exist somewhere, and he was filled with an 
intens¢ desire to discover it. Did not God plant that desire in his heart, and 
fit him for his mission? and was he not doing the will of God in obeying? 
We believe that God has a work for each of us to do; ordinary, every-day 
duties for the majority: something specific and grand for the chosen few. 
Columbus was one of the latter. He was fitted by indomitable, unswerving 
energy and determination to persevere to victory. Obstacles that seemed in- 
surmountable, difficulties innumerable, discouragements and taunting jeers— 
all could not dampen his ardor. He persevered to the end, and received his 
reward in the discovery of the land he 80 long had sought. Was he not a 
missionary? Did he not go before, blazing the way? Was his mission not a 
glorious one? Columbus was devout as well as courageous. His first act 
pon landing was to knee! upon the shore and give thanks to God, who had

s greatest lesson, the individual’s 
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greatest len On and On,” a fit and most appropriate motto for each and 
all of us to adopt, A spirit such as this is necessary to the furtherance of any 
work. Were we all imbued with it, thoroughly in earnest about pressing on, 
there would be more encouragement to believe that the close of the present 
century might see the gospel preached to every creature. 

A retrospective view of missionary labors shows a wonderful work achieved 


much pressing on amidst discouragements, and glorious success as a result. 


During the last century in particular, the growth of missions has been rapid. 
While we are celebrating the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery of 
our country, we are also celebrating the one hundredth anniversary of the re- 
vival of mission worle as instituted by Dr. William Carey in 1792. Rev, 
Joseph Angus, in an article published in the July Ui Aeview, says: 
“ As mighty a work has been done in these last hundred years as in any hun- 
dred since the beginning of the gospel; while in Biblical translation as much 
has been done in this century to give the Bible to the world as was done in 
the eighteen centuries that preceded it, Pentecost included! 

While it is ours to rejoice because of these great achievements, we should 
not be satisfied and rest from our labors, soothing ourselves with the thought 
that because so much and such mighty works have been done, there is no need 
for further effort to-day. There is as much need to-day of consecrated effort 


to“ preach the gospel to every creature” as at any previous period. Dr. 


Pierson, in a review of historical events and the fulfilment of prophecies, 
draws the conclusion that all things have their appointed time, and that there 
is a birth-hour for every great movement. He says, “ William Carey could 
not but be a missionary and an organizer of missions, for the new birth hour 
had come, and this was divine issue.” He further asks, “ Has another great 
birth-hour come to us? Who of us discerns the signs of the times? While 
we begin to celebrate this centenary of missions, there are divine signals on 
the world’s horizon more startling than any which fixed Carey’s eye on the 
signs of the times, It may be doubted whcther in all history there has been 
such a convergence of testimony that the fullness of time has come for the 
prosecution of God’s work.” 

There seems to be such unanimity among the writers of missionary litera- 
ture that the present is a time for the fulfilment of the command, “ Preach the 
gospel to every creature,” that one meets with it upon almcst every page. 
Suggestions, calculations, methods and plans of how this may be done, and in 
what length of time, are as many and varied as the writers; but all scem to 
agree that it may and should be accomplished within ten or twenty years. To 
those of us not accustomed to a close scrutiny of the world, and who have not 
gathered largely of the news and necessities of the people, nor carefully con- 
sidered and studied the Bible in its bearing upon the last great command of 
our Saviour, it seems almest incredible that the gospel might be preached to | 
every creature, not only once, but several times, as one writer affirms, within 
ten or twenty years. © 
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The article in July “ Review,” and before referred to, is certainly a power- 
ful and mighty argument for individual Christian effort. Let me quote a little 
further from it. “The Gospel to every creature! Can we give it? Is it 
possible for the age to tell to the age, for the church to tell to the world, the 
glad tidings of the kingdom? In ten or twenty years can repentance and 
remission of sins be preached through Christ, to all nations? I believe they 
can. The Christians of the 19th century are more able to preach the Gospel 
to the whole world than the Christians of the first century were to preach it to 
the world of their day. * * * If the Christian Church will give itself to this 
business of preaching the gospel, it has wealth enough and men enough to 
preach it, in the next fifteen or twenty years, to every creature. Ml we need 
is a ‘willing mind ’—a Pentecostal spirit of prayer, and faith, and zeal. Only 
expect what God promises to give, only attempt what God bids us do, and the 
thing will be done.” 

We have taken the time to quote thus freely from these great writers, be- 
cause their opinions are accepted by many, and the writers are men of large 
influence and power in the world. Dr. Angus spoke in this same vein twenty- 
one years ago. His article, as published in the “ Review,” was remodeled 
. from an address delivered before the Baptist Misssonary Society in London, 
in 1871. This address is supposed to have struck the key-note and produced 
the sound which now echoes and re-echoes throughout the world; the sound 
which sends the message to every Christian, “ Preach the Gospel to every 
creature,” and which embodied in words expresses the motto of the new 
crusade, “ The world for Christ in our generation.” 

In our monthly meetings and in our homes we will do well to study the 
thoughts of these and other great men of our day. As has been repeatedly said, 
and you all know, good literature, and the careful reading thereof, is an abso- 
lute necessity to an interest in any work. A study of our Auxiliaries, a survey 
and comparison of their condition, reveals the fact that where there is growth 
and activity there is invariably found a Society which is supplied with litera- 
ture, and uses it. The same is true of the individual members. Those who 
read are those who are ready and eager to advance, who do not find the work 
either burdensome or wearisome, who are most regularly in their places, most 
teady to give of their time, talents and money, also most willing to be kind, 
charitable and forgiving. If we want to grow towards the light and be filled 
with strength, we must not deprive ourselves of the light. It were well to 
treat ourselves with as much care as we give our plants. If we desire a beauti- 
fully-rounded plant we give it the light all around. Lo we place it in a win- 
dow, we turn it frequently, lest it grow one-sided. It is not unusual to bnd 
Christians who bloom beautifully in the home or home church, but who turn 
an uninviting back upon philanthropical enterprises and mission work. What 
is there lacking in such characters? The elements for full and perfect devel- 
opment seem to have been present, the soil goed, growth vigorous and healthy; 
does there are too, and some of remarkable beauty / but we find the light has 
been allowed to shine upon only one side. | 
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We, none of us, desire to be thus one-sided. Such is most often the 
result of a busy life crowded with domestic or other duties, and unselfish de- 
votion to others. Let us treat ourselves more kindly; let us read and turn to 
the light of information, gathering knowledge from every available source. 
The result will be a pleasing and full development of the best that is within 
ws. Ar artist was asked which was his best picture; his answer was My 
nent.“ That was a very suggestive answer, implying, as it did, that with every 
new effort he would strive for better results. So may we say, my next shall 
be my best—my next week, month or year shall be my best; my next course 
of reading, my next attendance upon missionary meetings, my next whatever 
it may be, shall be the best of which I am capable. Were I asked which was 
the best year in the history of the Kansas Synodical Society, I should answer 
in these same words—the next. We want to press on to, and strive for, some- 
thing better year by year. We want to endeavor to do our best. 

A few thoughts relative to our Synodical work, and I am done, The re- 
ports show a decrease in moncy for this year, but to me this is not discourag- 
ing. I am firmly of the opinion that our Societies have given just as liberally 
as possible. I also believe there is a growth and interest in our Societies that 
statistics do not show. As I look over our field, I can see much I wish was 
better, and long for improvement in all the Auxiliaries; but I also see much to 
encourage. Some of the Societies keep together and hold their meetings 
amidst great discouragements, but they hold on nevertheless. I should like to 
make special mention cf some that have done exceedingly well, but you will 
gather all such knowledge from the reports. But I should be found lacking 
in memory and appreciation of one who for years has been faithful to this 
Society did I not make mention of our sister who has gone on before. The 
name of Miss Mary Rizer is connected with the carly work of the Kansas 
Society. Within the last year she has been called to the “home beyond.” 
We miss her, and sorrow that she is no longer with us; but we are well as- 
sured that our loss is her gain. She was a true-hearted, well-rounded 
Christian. She gave her heart to Cod, her time to His service, and of her 
means for the prosecution of His work. A short time before her death she 
made a gift of twenty-five dollars to Midland College, which would have been 
followed by more, no doubt, had ber life not been cut off so suddenly. The 
good that she did lives after her, and the sweet influences of her life shall not 
lose their fragrance. It is well to be remembered by our good deeds and lov- 
ing trust in Jesus. 

The Children’s Bands are growing in strength and number. A permanent 
work is being done in these Pands. The children are being trained to love 
and work for missions, and are not likely to outgrow the training. I trust we 
may see more Pands organized during the next year, and more attention given 
to the children in our churches. 

I can repeat to-day what I have said before. The utmost kindness and 
sympathy have been shown me by all, and to all I want to express the thanks 
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of a grateful heart. My efficient co-laborers have been, as heretofore, lenient, 
charitable, kind and helpful, always doing their own work well and express- 
ing a willingness to aid me in mine. We have worked together har- 
moniously and lovingly. May the bonds of friendship thus formed never be 
broken. The ministers, too, have been equally kind. I often wonder if the 
women of other Synods receive the same encouragement, appreciation and 
sympathy from the ministers as we of Kansas Synod receive. The President 
of Synod has ever shown himself our friend, and to him I feel indebted for 
much kindness shown me as President of this Society. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The “ Reporter” has made its quarterly visits to your homes now for three 
years, That seems a long enough time in which to gather experimental 
knowledge. I should recommend that a full and free discussion of its merits 
and usefulness be taken by the present assembly. While I should not like to 
see it discontinued, neither should I wish to see it continued unless it is de- 
sirable by the majority. 

As a Synodical Society we have never chosen a motto. It is a little matter, 
but not unimportant. I therefore, recommend the adoption of a suitable 
motto, 

The Synod recommends, I believe, that cach pastor within its borders 
preach at least one Missionary sermon during the year. Why might there 
not be concert of action in the matter, and instead of just one sermon, have a 
whole day devoted to missions—giving woman’s work prominence at the 


evening service? I should strongly recommend that a committee from this 


convention be appointed to visit the Synod now in session and present this 
matter to them for consideration, asking that a certain day of the year be 
selected on which to hold these meetings, and that all the churches in the 
Synod endeavor to hold missionary services at that time. If a uniform service 
be deemed advisable, a committee should be appointed to confer with a sim- 
ilar committee appointed by Synod to prepare such service or programme. 

And now, we are organized and ready for the work of the convention. 
Allow me to urge you all to be faithful in ycur attendance at all its sessions, 
not being unminadful of the devotional meetings.

Abstract of Report of Literature Committee. 

We are glad to report progress in our special line of work—progress which 
indicates an awakening to the importance of gaining such information as will 
make those interested in mission work more intelligent workers, and create s 
like interest on the part of others. 

As a committee we organized as follows: Mrs. M. J. Schauer, historian; 
Mrs. H. L. Yarger, copyist; and the chairman distributor of supplies. In re- 
sponse to the historian’s solicitation, the Auxiliaries prepared brief historical 
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sketches of their organizations, and the record thus compiled, besides being 
exceedingly interesting, will prove a valuable reference. * 

Copies of articles suitable for recitations, also dialogues, etc., were sent to 
Societies making such requests. The monthly tracts issued by the General 
Literature Committee were sent out quarterly instead of monthly, to econo- 
mize in postage. Tracts, copies of the M/issionary Journal, Mission Studies, 
and Children’s Missionary, were distributed. 


Facts gathered from replies to a card of inquiry sent each Auxiliary show 


an increase in the circulation of our mission periodicals, whilst a number of 
‘Auxiliaries have aided in the circulation of our other church papers. Several
